Cavalry  division  were  first  into 
Pyongyang.  *They  slashed  Into  the 
eastern  section  from  the  south. 

A column  nf  the  South  Korean 
RepubTTcan  First  Division  stabbed 
Into  Pyongyang  from  the  east  18 
minutes  later. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  river,  the 
Allied  troops  forged  along  streets 
under  Communist  banners  calling 
on  Pyongyang  residents  to  “defend 
this  city  to  the  last.” 

But  there  was  nobody  to  make  a 
defence.  The  borob-blasted  old  city 
seemed  deserted  by  Us  estimated 
700,000  or  more  Inhabitants.

IT  looks  afi  Lhougti  the  United  Nations  has 
at  last  got  around  the  veto  problem. 
Hitherto  an  adverse  vote  by  one'  <H  the 
permanent  members  of  the  fieeurity  Coun* 
cll  has  blocked  all  further  action  In  what- 
ever matter  was  affected.  As  a result  the 
U.N.  has  in  at  least  two  score  o'f  instancei 
been  literally  hamstrung  and  kept  im- 
potefrt.  If  the  world  body  were  to  perform 
Us  functions,  and  not  lapse  into  the  inepti- 
tude of  iU  precedessor  the  League  of  Na- 
tions, it  was  imperative  that  some  drastic 
change  be  effected.

If  an  tpldemlo  should  brtsli  out  In 
Bssnleh  bsesuis  of  the  Ueli  of 
sewers,  the  residents  could  blsmc  no- 
body but  themselves. 

Tht  municipal  council  hu  dons  its 
utmost  to  convince  the  ratepayers 
that  iniLallallon  of  a system  of  sewers 
li  loiif  overdue. 

In  1B47  and  1949  lewer  by-laws  were 
uverwhelmlnsly  defeated.  If  ap- 
proved, the  Inner  paru  of  Baanloh 
would  have  had  a eompletsly  modern 
and  adequate  sewer  system  for  all 
lime. 

The  Ironic  part  about  the  by-law 
defeats  was  that  the  areas  which 
most  needed  sewers— the  Inner,  well- 
populated  districts  — voted  against 
them  Just  as  solidly  as  the  outer, 
rural  areas.  On  the  other  hand,  m 
1947  Cadboro  Bay  and  Cordova  Bay, 
areas  which  would  not  have  benefited 
from  the  plan,  voted  In  favor  of  It. 
At  the  Tolmle  School  polling  station 
(Inner  area)  voters  barely  gave  a 
majority.  Every  other  area  In  the 
large  munletpaUly  voted  against  the 
by-law. 

In  1949  a practically  simUar  by-law 
met  roughly  the  same  fate.  This  time 
majorities  were  recorded  again  at 
Cadboro  Bay  and  at  Gordon  Head, 
Cloverdals  School  and  Dean  Heights. 


preparing  this  serlsi  of  arueles,  nu- 
merous Baanlch  residents  were  asked: 

“Do  you  think  sewers  in  the  Uiner 
parts  of  Baanlch  are  Inevitable?" 

The  reply  In  nearly  every  case  was 
an  emphatic  “yes." 

"Well,  why  don't  you  get  out  and 
vole  fur  a by-law  and  get  some  bene- 
fit from  sewers  tf  you  think  they  are 
going  to  eume  some  day?" 

Their  answers  were  somewhat 
evasive,  but  the  general  theme  was; 
"Well,  I paid  a sizable  amount  to 
Install  my  septlo  lank.  It  is  working 
all  right.  Why  should  1 pay  again 
for  sewers?" 

This  appears  to  be  one  of  the  big- 
gest reasons  for  the  defeat  of  the  two 
recent  sewer  by-laws.  As  some  Baan- 
lch residents,  who  favor  sewers,  say: 
'Saanioh  ratepayers  can't  see  any 
farther  than  their  pocketbouks  when 
they  vote  agalnat  a sewer  system  " 

Old-tlrpej’s  rtcail  the  same  feeling 
by  householders  when  water  systems 
replaced  wells  throughout  the  ooun- 
try, 

Lack  of  effort  by  the  municipal 
councils  cannot  bt  blamed  for  the 
defeat  of  the  sewer  by-laws  In  1947 
one  of  the  most  Intensive  and  well- 
planned  campaigns  ever  staged  In 
Saanich  was  launched  In  an  attempt 
to  educate  residents  to  the  need  for 
sewers.  Lectures  and  meetings  were 
held  throughout  Saanich.  A specially 
made  fUm  was  shown.  Officials  were 
prepared  to  go  anywhexa  and  work 
at  any  length  to  give  people  the  faeu. 

Ratepayers  left  the  meetlnga  eon- 
vlnoed  sewers  were  needed  in  the 
district.  They  told  municipal  officials 
they  agreed  Uial  sewsrs  were  sorely 
needed.  About  2.300  persons  attended 
these  meallngi;  but  many  must  have 
gone  out  and  voted  against  the  by-

Britain's  Pension  Burejen

London. — The  National  Assistance  Board 
providing  for  the  rettef  of  destitute  people 
In  Britain  te  the  descendant  ot  the  system  set 
op  In  the  reign  of  Queen  EUzabeth  under  the 
Poor  ^lief  Act  of  1601,  which  formed  tht  basis 
of  the  first  Poor  Law  authorities  in  this  country 
and  was  an  attempt  to  deal  with  the  poverty 
left  In  the  wake  of  the  RenaUsance  and  the 
Reformation. 

Until  the  passing  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act  of  1946  the  so-called  Poor  Law,  the  regula- 
tions for  the  relief  of  desmullon.  was  admin- 
istered by  Individual  partihes  In  the  country 
districts  and  by  the  boroughs  and  other  munic- 
ipal units  In  the  urban  arnai. 


wUl  be  deducted  from  the  pension.  Many  women, 
however,  are  encouraged  to  slay  at  work  after 
pensionable  age  has  been  reached  and  for  every 
six  months  a man  stays  at  work  between  the 
agsf  of  65  and  70  or  a woman  between  60  or 
65.  his  Of  her  pension  after  70  wlU  be  Inoreased 
by  one  thllUng  a week. 

In  Britain  today  one  p^son  In  every  seven 
or  eight  Is  of  pensionable  age,  that  Is  over  66 
If  a man  or  over  60  If  a woman.  It  Is  expected 
that  In  30  years’  time  one  person  in  every  five 
or  six  will  be  In  this  age  group.  Twenty  years 
ago  the  proportion  was  only  one  In  ten.  A man 
of  66_now  has  an  expectation  of  life  of  U 61 
yean  and  a woman  of  60  an  expectation  of  17.J8.

That  the  figure  akatlng  club  d<‘-irrve*  consideration  Is  granted  That 
is  should  be  given  more  hours  than  public  skaters  are  alloted  U another 
matter.  It  would  seem  (hat  a rnviston  tn  ceru^ily  In  order  -and  soon. 
The  first  duty  of  a civic  arena  must  be  to  caUr  to  the  general  public  and 
not  make  the  Joining  of  one  skating  club  or  another  almost  a necessity  In 
order  In  get  enough  skating  time.

Davy  Jones  has  thrown  one  of  his  recent  victims 
back  out  of  his  locker  in  one  of  the  most  unusual  marine 
episodes  recorded  on  the  rugged  West  Coast  of  Vancouver 
Island. 

The  story  goes  back  to  October  11,  when  the  50-foot 
seiner  Mary  N.  was  caught  by  heavy  seas  and  pounded  onto 
Nitnat  Bar  Rocks,  about  two  miles  northwest  of  Clo-oose, 
on  the  West  Coast. 

Aa  crew  membera  of  the  veawl  did 
averything  within  their  powrr  to 
Mve  the  craft,  a changing  wind 
transferred  her  frr*m  her  original 
point  of  grounding  to  the  opposite 
aide  of  the  bar,  a distance  of  several 
hundred  feet. 

Grounded  for  the  second  time,  the 
armfe  was  given  up  aa  loat  by  crew 
memben.  and  they  Jumped  into 
■hallow  water  and  managed  to  ea- 
•ape  without  Injury.  They  were  as- 
sisted by  a group  of  natives  from 
the  nearby  Whyac  Indian  village, 

SWEPT  INTO  LAKE 
During  the  short  time  the  crew 
members  remained  at  the  scene, 
theu-  seiner  was  dislodged  from  the 
bar  and  swept  by  a strong  tide  and 
wnfi  Into  a long  and  narrow  body 
of  water  known  as  NlUnat  Lake.  At  | 
the  mercy  of  Ude  and  weather,  the 
Mary  N.  was  swept  several  hundred 
yards  through  the  narrow  waterway. 

On  reaching  an  excepUonally  deep  | 
part  of  the  channel,  known  as  the 
"deep  hole."  the  stricken  boat  sank. 

Crew  members  later  were  picked 
up  by  a plane  and  flown  to  Vancou- 
ver. where  they  were  treated  In  hos- 
pital for  exposure  and  shock.
